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NOTES OF THE SOCISTY 


april 14 was c day of mourning for the Socicty as wo shnred with tho world its griof 
over the death of our great President. We, too, sorrowed for personal losses to 
some of our membors. Mre Robinson's words in memory of Presidcnt Roosovolt orc ro- 
corded hcro as our tostimonial, our tributo to be preserved with thc thousands of 
othcrs already said and to those which will be added in the yecrs to como. 

"Tho world has lost oa leador nd culture has lost o fricnd in tho docth of 
Fronklin Dolano Rooscvolt, thirty-first Presidont of the Unitcd Stetcs. I cm 
ncithcr fitted nor proprrod to presont on full record of this man's lifc, past 
cchievomonts and future aspirctions. Though much wes accomplished by thc timo of 
his doth, ho left to the world a hcritage of idecls which it bchoovcs us cnd these 
who march with us in the crusado for a bottcr world to corry out. I likc to think 
cf Mr. Roosovelt in tho words which Weltcr Petor capplicd te the fiftconth ccntury 
scholar, Pico dollce Mirandcla, when he eallcd him the truc humanist. “For tho 
@ssconce 2f humanism is that belicf cf which he scoms never te havo deubted, th-t 
nothing which has ovor intercstod living mcn and womcn can wholly leso its vitclity- 
no languago thcy havo spokon, nor orcaclo bosido which thcy have hushcd their voiccs, 
no droam which has cnco beon entortnined by actunl human minds, nothing chsut which 
thoy have over bcen passionctc, cr oxponded timo nnd zecl."” 

To tho littlo man in the stroct, t> tho crtist and writcr, t-> the man cof worlth 
ond powcr, to all classos = Mr. Rooscvelt cffored leadership. His inspircticn must 
not be allowed to dio, but like the immertcl scul, survive when the bedy pcrishes. 

In mocting today wo do henor to 2 man whe know the veluc of history and geno} 
nlogy, cf tho decumcntary worth of picturc, hcirl>:m ond writton record. At Hyde 
Perk ho assombleod his own personal archives and cstcblished 2 repesitory for bocks 
anc documents on the lccel history cf Dutbhess County. He wos ¢ collector, cspcc- 
inlly in tho ficl¢ cf philatcly and merine history. Ho wrotc, oditcd anc sponscrec 
publicnti-ns in the ficld -f history, gencalcgy, litcreturc ond the crts. He saw 
the Librcery cf Congress take cn now lifc. Ho cponed the Neticnal Gellory -f drts. 
Hc saw published tho first adequate scrics cf unifsrm guidcbocks t- oll tho §totes, 
covering their hist-ry, culturcl contributions and sccnic wenderse Ho govo public 
support to the artse I cculd find many morc instances cf tho acccmplishments cf 
his tince 
He rnisod tho torch of public onlightonncnt, lot us not lot it fcll." 


In the conth on April 1 of Dr. Basil Loren Connolly the Sccicty lost a Charter 
Membcr and an artont gononlogist. A preminont physician in Dctr-it, his busy lifc 
of public sorvico raroly permitto¢c him tc be with us in tho meetings, but he rcnonin- 
od a faithful momber from first t> last. Dre Connolly wos born July 26, 1893 in 
Mnples, Inctiana, the son of Francis Michael and Rosc Bello (Levoll) Connolly of 
Lonicnvillo, Ohioe He was a graduate cf Wshington and Jofforson Collcge, Washing-~ 
ton, Ponnsylvania, and cf Wostcrn Rosorvo Mecical Schocl, Cleveland, Ohice Ho ine 
tornca ct Hearpor Hospital in Dotrcit; was gynocolcgiccal resiccnt ct Recoiving Hos- 
pital; and a staff mombor at St. Mary's, Enst Sico Gcenorcl, Florenec Crittoncon, 
Women's, Groco, and Mt. Cermol Morcy Hospitals. During World War I ho servwéd with 
the Medical Reserve Corps, doing special research in gas and flame at the d4merican 
University, Washington, De Ce Dre Connelly's denth was sudden; he was only fifty- 
ones He wos twice married; first, August 18, 1925, to Isabel Frances Grace of Wash- 
ington, Pennsylvania, born February 2, 1891, Oakdale, Pennsylvania, the daughter of 
Henry Homer ond Olive Virginic Rea (Wellington) Greco. Mrs. Connelly, clso a Chcrter 
member of the Socioty, died Merch 13, 1937 in Dotroit; the first death to occur in 
oupumembership. Dre Connelly married, as his second wife, Mrs. Fandira (Ludington) 
McFadden, widow of John McFadden, of Detroit, and daughter of Lewis and Fandira 
(Hemenger) Ludingtone There were no children of either marriage. Mrs. Connelly, 
who is also a member of the Society, and her daughters have our sincerest sympathy. 
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The guest speaker at the April meeting was Mrs. Sallie Mason Partlan of Grosse Ile, 
Michigan. Her talk, all too brief, was on the subjects: "SOME MICHIGAN DESCENDANTS 
OF GEORGE MASON, AUTHOR OF THE BILL OF RIGHTS". Mrs. Partlan, hersolf onc of those 
descendants, had many intcercsting photographs and documents to illustrate her talk. 


On March 1, 1945, Francis Waring Robinson bccamo a grcateuncle whcn a daughtcr, Ann 
Cartor Robinson, was born in Now York City to his nephcw, Licutenant Howard Bopland 
Robinson, Jre, now oversocs in the Army dir Force, and Mrs. Robinson, tho former 
Alico Morton Ely of Wetcrbury, Connecticut. Licut. Robinson is the son cf Mr. 
Howard Copland Robinson of Salisbury, Conncocticut, and the late Lrs. Robinson, who 
was Gladys Burnhom Ccrtecr, and the grandson of Dre James Johnson and anna (Wring) 
Robinson of Lako#illo, Connocticut. 


To Mr. and Mrse Mcrquis E. Shattuck and thoir daughters has gone the heartfelt 
sympathy of the Sccioty for the loss of their only son and brother. Private Truman 
Allen Shattuck of the Fifth Marine Division, young, for he was only 19, and tall 
like a tree, died on the field of battle at Iwo Jima on March 2. He was born in 
Detroit, January 29, 1926; was educated in the Detroit schools; and was a member of 
the Central Mcthodist Church. Only a fow days before his dcath, ho had written his 
parents of his docision, on roturning, to cntcr the ministry. «aA life of sorvicc to 
mankind has bcon summod up in ono great moment of sacrifice. 


On Sunday, April 29, a long life cnded with tho death a8 Jncksonville, Floridc, of 
the 86 year old mothcr of Mrs. Clara Hagomen Sippcrloy. Shc was buricd in Tampa, 
Florida, beside anothcr daughtcr. Mrs. Hogeoman was born Emme Louise Ackcrman in 
St. Louis, Missouri, February 25, 1859, deughtor of Karl and Magdelona (Holtschcr) 


Ackerman. On March 15, 1880, in Portcr, Indiana, sho wes marriod to John HH goman, 
son of Honry Hageman ond Hannah Gossett. “She wos gled to slip awnye" 


The world of gonenlogy and of music suffcred « loss in the recent death cf Dr. Will- 
inm Hewlend in Birmingham, Michigan, on Mey 1.e Dr Howland wes born in Worecstcr, 
Massachusotts, May 1, 1871, dying on his 74th birthdcey. His body was takon back to 
hie birthplaco for buriale Dre Howland was the son cf Asa Allon and Emma (Lene) 
Howland, a lineal descondant cf tho Pilgrim Jchn Howland. Ho was oducatcd in music 
in New York and in Europcs wns at ono timo head of the voice dopartmcnt cf the music 
achocl of the University of Michigan; and wos ec foundcr cf the Detroit Instituto of 
Musiccl Artse He was a Chartcr member cf this Socicty, but becsusc cf illehcclth ho 
had not bcon an active mombcr for some ycarse He was Presidont cf The Pilgrim Jchn 
Howland Socioty and Doputy-Governcr cf tho Naticnal S@eizety cf Mayflower Desccndants. 
Dn Juno 24, 1896 ho marricd Fredroka Shaw Barnard, whc, with « dcaughtcr and two sons, 
survives him.

SUMS GOSSETT FAMILY NOTES AND RECORDS 
Contributed by Mre. Clara Hageman Sipperley of Detroit, Michigan. 


About three miles from the village of McCool in Porter County, Indiana, there 
is a small old settlement known as Gossett's Mills. Herc, ncar tho banks of o 
Littlo strcam called Salt Crook, in Libcrty Township, is an old cometcry, intondcd 
as a final resting-placc for mombors of the Gossett family, though othcr pcople of 
the littlc settlomcnt were ovidontly given the priviloge of buricl there, For many 
yoars littlo attcntion was given to tho place and gradually troces of some of thc 
gravos were lost. about thirty ycars ago some onc conceoived tho idoc of rcunions 
of tho Gossott ond Hagoman familics to bo hcld in this bcoutiful little ccmotcry. 
ZI suspoct it was 4unt Hannah Hagoman's iden. Shc was Mrs. John Busso, my fathcr's 
youngest sistcr, who diod throe ycars ago at the age cf sovonty~five yonrs. 
: I am told thet whon the femily first began ts mcct thore tho cometcry was scme 
whet largor and traées of somo of the graves wore plainly visiblo. 80 far as psss- 
ible graves wore markod and markers placed cn thom. The grave of cur Reveluticncry 
ancestor, Henry Batton, was dofinitoly kncwn, as were alsc these cf my picnccr 
grcategrandparcnts, William Gossett and his wifo, Charity Hegoman, and Jan Hageman 
and his wifo, Hannah Batton. When the Willicm Henry Harrison Chaptcr cf the De. 1.Re 
of Valparaiso, Indiana, placcd « markcr cn the grave cf Honry Betton, c marblo 
sheft was placed thcro also. It is inscribed on three sidos as recorded boltw.e 

Honry Batton was born in Chcster Ccountyy Ponnsylvania in 1750 and onlistcd in 
the Continental Army in 1775. ifter the Wor he scttlcd at Morgantown, West Virginia 
where he t72k up oc government claim of 400 acrcs cf land grantcd to Revoluticnary 
scldicors. In 1805 ho convoyed this land to his daughtcr, Elcancr.e. His wifc, Zliz- 
nbeth, whose mcaidon namo I havo novor found, was dead by this time of cancer cf the 
foce.e Another daughter, Hennoh, marriod on March 22, 1798, a ycung Dutchman, Jan 
Hageman (cr Hogoman), whe had ccmo to Uniontewn, Fenngpylvania, abcut twenty bliles 
away, from his home in Bucks County, Pennsylvania. He was born October 9, 1769 


and died in Octobcr, 18433 his wife, Hannah Batten, died three woeks latcr. They 
are both buricd in the little comotcry at Gossett's Mills. 


Honry Batton ovidently did not como to Porter County, Indiana, when the Goss- 
etts did, because in 1839 he was drawing his Revolutionary ponsion in Fountcin 
County, Indiana, where tho family had stopped for a few ycars. He sorved under 
C-apte Howds and Col. Gaddis with tho rank of scrgcant.e. As he made no cleoim for a 
pension until 1832, fifty-four ycars aftcr his scrvice, he could not prove his 
claim of rank, s0 wos pensioned os a privetee. I have a copy of his crmy scrvico 
as issuod by tho wer dopartmont.

I have no proof of relationship between the Gossetts buried in this Indiana 
cemetery in Porter County, where many of their descendants are still living, and 
the Gossetts in TLlinois and Texas mentioned in the -notes following. There are a 
number of things in common that seom to indicate a relationship. So I submit theso 
notes in the hope that they may furnish a cluc to somc other rescarcher along the 
same line or bring an answor to somo of my quostions. Who was thc immigrant anccs- 
tor? Whoro did ho sottlo in Amcrico&’ Thcro arc many Gossotts in North Carolina. 
Was that the originol homo of the family? 

Family tradition says thet groategrandfcothor, Willinm Gossott, camo from ccst 
of the OhigeIndiana linc, with his mothcr Nancy and two brothors, Thomas and Joseph. 
His mothcr is buricd in tho abovo comotcry. His brothcr, Josoph, sooms to hevo sete 
tled nonr Kouts, Indiana, about twenty-four milcs south of Valparniso. Thomas livod 
in Portcr County for somo yoars; thon he wont cway and the family lost troack of him. 
I havo never found out whoro William Gossott merriod my groategrandmothcr, Janc Hagce 
mon3 but hor family livod in Union County, Indinna, where sho grew upe §heo wes tho 
daughter of Jan Hegoman and Hannah Betton. Both William Gossott ond his fothcr-in- 
low wore millewrights. In "Sons of the Wilderncss” by Jchn cnd William C-nnor, co 
Thom-s Gossott is montioned, a farmer, whe lived ene mile south of Hency Crock abcut 
1807. In thet yonr John Hegowan hod o mill at Bennot's Bctcom in the samo goncral 
locality, tho Whitewater Valloy. Grendmoth¢r Hannah Gossott Hageman was botn ct 
Honey Grook 7n tho Whitowatcr, Fobe 7, 1820, and grandfcthcr Honry H-goman was born 
in Unien County, Indiana, Novombor 21, 1816. 

William Gossett tock up land in Porter County, Indiana, in 1833, and moved his 
femily thcro tho following yonr. The mill which he built thet same yorr wos torn 
down only a fow years ago and tho dam destroyed. It must have boon c very impcre 
tant business for many a day, as it was a large mill and the land which the mille 
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pond occupicd was considefable cs con be seen todey. William Gossctt wes a man cf 
considerable ability and quite a fcrco in the community in the fcw yecrs he lived 
there. At tho timo the mill was built a littlo community was formed which called 
itself "Athens", but which soon bocamo “"Gossott's Mills”. The tradition thet the 
family come from east of the Ohic-Indiana linc, pcessibly frem the scuth, is suppcre 
tod by the kind cf house William Gossctt built. at Gosset's Mills. It had a gallery 
supported by dolumns, an unusual fecnturo for a hcouso cf thot time in that lecality. 
Groctegrandfother was thrown frem his hcerse and dicd fivo days lcatcr, Fcb, 16, 1843. 


Miss Tholma Gossott of Detrcit says that her family was criginally from Tenn- 
essec. Her grontegrandfoathor, Abraham Gcssott, migrated tc TLlincis, sottling ona 
farm whore tho city of Gairo now ise Ho scld cut and rcturned tc Tennessoo, but was 
never paid for his land. Lotcr ho returncd tc Dlincis and sottled in White Ccunty 
nenr Norris City whoro he dicd. Thcro is a Gossott's Mills thcro toc, fer he wos 
alsc oa mnillewrighte It sooms thrt millewrights wore givon a grent cf land, scrce 
thing like 200 acres, as an inducomcnt to build a mill. Neticc the similarity bo- 
twoon this account and that above and with that of Elijah Gossott which follows. 


The following recsrds and notes woro copicd frcem correspondence I have hed with 
Mrs. Josio Gossott Newton of Grivoston, Toxns, since 1942. 

Elijah Gossott, my patcrnal grendfether (quoting from Mrs. Newton's lcttcrs), 
wis born cn Ruthcrford Creek in Tcnnessco, Feb. 1, 1788. I do not know the given 
nencs of his parents or the name cf the county cf his birth. He marriod Elizabeth 
Stcne-Edwords who wns born Sopt. 1, 1889. Her mother was a Miss Lockridge. They 
reared a family of ten children; moved from Tennessee to Illinois, date unknown. Not 
liking TLlinois, they returned to Tennessee, date unknown. The city of Cairo, Illi- 
nois is located on the farm Elijah Gossett owned thero, for which he never received 
any pays In 1833 he moved to Toxas, accompanicd by the entiro family. They, of 
course, mado this hazardous journcy through the wilderncss with a largo company, 
because of Indians and wild boasts. Thcy wore moro than thrce months on routeoe 
They woro camped at Grand Prairic, Arkansag, whon tho stars fcoll. I do not know 
what became of the othcrs of the party, or cvon any of thcir names. 

But the Gossotts scttlcd in what is now Houston and Anderson countics. Then 
they wore a part of Nacogdochcs County. Elijah solootcd a site on Hurricanc Bayou, 
five miles northwost of the present town of Crockctt and rcsided there until 1837, 
when his sccond son, Androw Edwards (my fathor), built a now home for himsolf, 
noarly two milcs from Crockett; but moved his paronts into tho new housc, because 
they wore victims of malaria in tho Bayou. Elijah and his wifc continucd to live 
thore until their doaths in 1848 and 1849, respoctively. 

Elijah Gossott owned land in Van Zandt County and while on a busincss trip 
thcre in 1848, he dicd on Nov. 24. His body was ombalmcd and carricd baék to Hous- 
ton County in an ox wagon. His wife died July 6, 1849 and both were buried in the 
first old cemétery in Crockett, in a brick-enclosed vault. In 1937 the Texas Cen=- 
tennial Commission placed a beautiful marker at their graves. This was in honor of 
his services in the Texas Revolution in 1836, when he and his three eldest sons 
served during its entire duration. These sons, James Lockridge, Andrew Edwards and 
John Van Dyke, and their father, sorved os Volunteors undor Ccpt, Wm. Spurlock, with 
BrigeGen. Thomes J. Rusk, commanding. Aftcr Texas becamo a Republic, they all 
joined Capt. Elisha Clapp's company of Toxns Rangcrs and served on the fronticr. 
(Theso facts woro furnished mo by Miss Harriot Smithcr, Archivist of thc Texcs State 
Library of Austin, who also grvo me copics of théir discharge papcrs. dll reccivcd 
Bounty Warrants for 350 acres of land for thcir military serviccs.) 

Elijeh Gossott, my grandfathcr, was olectod Chicf Justice (County Judge) in 
1841 of Houston County, and was ono of tho trustocs of Trinity College, which was 
first cstablishcd in Houston County by the Scnate and Houso of Reprcesentctivos of 
the Republic of Tex:s in Congress assomblod, Jane 30, 1841. 
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Houston County wos crontod from a part of Necogdoches County, Junc 1, 1837, 
and Crockett was incerporntcd Dec. 29 of the same yorr.» My father donctcd the sitc 
for the town, so ho and his frthsr were given tho privilege of naming both town cnd 
county. Sinco both had scrved under Gen. Sam Heuston in the soereccnt Revolution, 
thoy suggostod tho namo cf “Houston” for the county; and as David Oreckett wos a 
boyhood friond, the Littlc town wos named for him. Orceckctt had boon oc noighbor in 
Tonnossco and had recently passcd through the little sottloment cn his ill-fated 
journey te tho Alamo, whore ho mct his trngic donth. Hc spont the night with his 
old fricnd, Elijah Gossott. 

Whon tho Gossctts came to Tcxcxs it was so undevolcpod thet tho ocrly sottlcrs 
wore unable to obtnin cvon tho common comforts cf life. In whet is ncw Heuston 
County, ct the timc my forebears camc, thero wore but cight fomilics, cll milcs 
aparte My fcethor’s nonrost white noighbcr was his fothor who lived cight milcs cwry. 
My fother built his first littlo log cabin on a hill north cf the prcesont town, bce 
ccuse of the ocnvenicnco of a spring ct the fcot of a very stoop hill. If ho nceodod 
grcccrics, ho would ncunt his pony and rido ovcr c rough bridlo prth to Noccgdcchcs 
sixty-five milcs awny, thc nonrest trading peste Tho ncw home in which his pcronts 
lived wos said t2 bo tho first wonthorebcarded hcuso in the Republic cf Texcs ond 
it still stnnds in « splondid stcto cf presorvaticn nnd is lived in as a homo. My 
Oldest brothcr, Galveston, was the first whito male child bern in tho Republic cf 
Texas, Jane 30, 1839. 

Texas was a Mexican possession when the Gossetts moved there and they were 
each granted a league of land by the Mexican government. My father’s grant was, and 
still is, known as the "Gossett League”. My grandfather, Elijah, was Houston County's 
County Judge also, and held the office a long time. He not only served in tho Toxas 
Revolution, but also as a Toxag Ranger on the frontior after Toxcs gainod her indo- 
pondence. Ho gave four sons to tho Confodcrato Army, onc of whom mado tho supreme 
sacrifice. He wos a mombcr of tho Texcs Veterans Association and I nlways cecompan- 
fod him cnd my mothcr to the annual convontions. I still thrill at tho momory of 
thoir cxperionccs as roletcd by thom. And many woro the honored guosts in our homc. 
I woll romombcr “big-fobt Wallcco, Gone Welter Lano, Cole McNooly, Coles Blount and 
othcrse
